CONGRESSMAN NEWI,AJfD8' SPJ5KCH. 


The speech of Congressman New- 


lauds against the Wilson bill to repeal 
the purchasing clause of the act of 
July, 1890, appears in the JOURNAL. The 
speaker reviews the history of the Sil- 
ver party of Nevada and states why it 
was organized. He alone of all the 
members of the house was elected on a 
platform which enunciated only one 
principle, the free and unlimited corn- 
age of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1. 


Mr. Newlands presents the silver 


question in its industrial as well as its 
financial aspect, and in this respect his 
argument differs from that of congress- 
men who treat of the financial pht.'ie of 
the question only. He clearly shows 
•why the legislation of this country 
should be in favor of silver rather than 
gold, and points to the fact that silver 
mining is the vital industry of one-third 
of the area of our entire country, that 
in this area agriculture IH not puisued 
for the purpose of seeking distant 
markets, as tra isportation is too ex- 
pensive for that, bat for the supply of 
the local markets, and that transporta- 
tion companies in this great region are 
also dependent upon silver mining. 


It is seldom that a new member re- 


ceives the respectful attention which 
Washington newspapeia say was ac- 
corded Mr. Nowlands when he delivered 
his maiden speech. Veteran congress- 
men remained in their seats, the galler- 
ies were crowded, and all but the most 
pronounced goldites, such as Mr. 
Tracey of New York, who objected to 
extending his time, complimented our 
congressman upon his effective and 
logical argument, and several remarked 
that he had almost persuaded them to 
become advocates of the cause of free 
coinage. 


AN 
TAX. 


A bill has been introduced in the 


house of representatives to tax in- 
comes. It provides for a tax of 2 per 
cent on incomes of from $3,000 to 
$5,000; 5 per cent on incomes of $5,000 
to $10,000; 10 per cent on incomes of 
$10,000 to $20,000; 15 per cent on in- 
comes of $20,003 to $30,OC3; 20 per cent 
on $30,000 to $50,000; 30 per cent on 
$50,000 to $100,000, and 40 per cent on 
all incomes over $100,000. 


This bill, strange as it may seem, was 


not introduced by a Populist, although 
it is in accord with the Omaha plat- 
form, but by .Representative Eichard- 
sou, a Democrat, und he has Kepubli- 
can precedent for urging its passage. 
It is not proposed to tax incomes of 
less than $3,000, as it takes about that 
amount to support an ordinary family 
so at present it will not affect very 
many Nevadans should it become a 
law. 


It is claimed by many political econ- 


omists that a graduated income tax is 
the most equitable method of getting 
revenue for the support of the govern- 
ment yet devised. It is objected to, 
however, on the ground that its en- 
forcement would necessitate the closest 
scrutiny of 
men's] private 
affairs, 


though it is contended by its advocates 
that in that respect it would not differ 
materially from the present method of 
assessing property for taxable pur- 
poses. Incomes are taxed in England 
and the blue-blooded aristocrats of 
that country do not object to the 
espionage required by the law. 


AN UUttKNT APPJSAIi. 


Senator Stewart, appreciating the 


necessity of having the vacancies from 
Montana, Washington and Wyoming, 
in the senate filled with silver men, 
sent the following to Governor Kick- 
ards of Montana: 


"Influence here strong against west- 
ern representation in the senate. Call 
your legislature together that they 
may eleot an unqualified silver senator 
as quickly us possible to represent 
your state. The patriotism of the leg- 
islature will insure prompt action in 
this emergency. 
Very important he 
should bo seated before gold monomet- 
allism is established by confirming the 
act of 1873, as proposed by the pending 


It is poor encouragement to the men 


who are fighting for silver in congress 
to have the people who are directly in- 
terested in the result of the contest so 
apathetii. 
If the governors of the 


three states which are not fully repre- 
sented in the senate will not of their 
own volition convene the legislature to 
fill the vacancies, the people should pe- 
tition them to do so forthwith, as the 
success of the silver cause may depend 
upon one or two votes. 


Senator Peffer introduced a bill cre- 


ating a department of education, under 
the supervision of the secretary of edu- 
cation, who, within three years after 
the passage of this act, shall cause to 
be constructed a college of scientifi 
learning in which shall be taught all 
the classic and professional studies, 
arts, etc., to be known as the scientific 
university of the red, white and blue 
cross. The bill appropriates ten mill- 
ions to construct the college. 


THE Home Eule bill which passed 


the British house of commons by a 
vote of 301 to 267 is now before the 
house of lords. It was expected the 
lords would defeat the bill, but the be- 
lief is now expressed that they will not. 
Only once in a generation have the 
lords defeated a bill passed by the 
commons. 


TUB public debt was increased $10,- 


603,658 last month. 
The government 


is feeling the effect of hard times as 
well as individuals. 


THJS SItVBK QUESTION. 


Speech of Hon. Francis O. Newlandu of 


Sfevada In tbe HOUHC of Bejrresenta- 
tiveg, August 23, 
1893. 


The house having under consideration the 
bill (H.B.I) to repeal a part of an act, ap- 
proved July 14,1890, entitled "An act direct- 
ing the purchase of silver bullion and the 
issue of treasury notes thereon, and for 
other purposes"— 


Mr. New lands said: 
Mr. Speaker: I am the sole repre- 
sentative on thia floor of the state of 
Nevada, a state which has suffered 
more than any other portion of the 
Union from the discriminating legisla- 
tion against silver. I am also the sol; 
representative on this floor of my 
party. The people in Nevada, recog- 
nizing the fact that the platforms of 
both old parties were intended to mean 
one thing in the East and another 
bhing in the West, and feeling assured 
from the records of the candidates that 
the election of either meant disaster to 
;he cause of bimetallism, formed an 
independent organization, called the 
Silver party of Nevada. 
Then- hope was that the contest be- 


tween the two old parties would be a 
close one, and that the independent 
vote of the Silver states, united with 
the third-party vote elsewhere, would 
aold the balance of power in the elect- 
oral college and would either secure 
the election of a new candidate favor- 
able to the silver cause, or secure from 
one of the existing candidates sub- 
stantial concessions to that cause. 
The overwhelming victory of 
the 
Democratic party in states hitherto 
uniformly Republican rendered that 
hope futile; but their expectations were 
realized and are realized to-day, so far 
as the party platforms are concerned; 
for we flnd members in this house con- 
struing these party platforms in dif- 
ferent ways, according to the interests 
of their section, their locality, or their 
ndividual views of the monetary ques- 
tion, without regard to party discipline 
or the unity of party faith. 
I, therefore, can not take a partisan 


view of this subject. There are no 
members of my party here whom I can 
call to task for stray ing from the 
straight path, and I certainly cannot 
call to task the members of other par- 
ties for recreancy, for that is a right 
which belongs only to those of the true 
faith. 
I shall take simply a general view, in 
the interest of this entire country, tak- 
ing it for granted that an enlightened 
self-interest will determine the action 
of this country as it does that of indi- 
viduals. 


ASPECT Or THE QUESTION. 


There are two aspects to this ques- 
tion, one the industrial and the other 
the financial, and you will pardon me 
if I refer to the industrial aspect first, 
as it concerns the progress, the devel- 
opment, and the destiny of that great 
section of the country which I repre- 
sent, and as the determination of this 
question is freighted with either bene- 
ficence or disaster to it. 
But, whether we consider the indus- 
trial or financial aspect of this ques- 
tion, it is necessary to bear in mind 
the relation of this country to other 
countries so far as its material inter- 
ests are concerned; for the rule ob- 
tains, in national as well as individual 
affairs, that life is a struggle for ex- 
istence in which individual effort for 
individual success and advancement 
leads to the highest development of 
the race and of the world. 
So far as the relations of debtor and 
creditor and the ownership and pro- 
duction of the precious metals are con- 
cerned, England and the United States 
may be taken as the two representative 
nations of the world. England is the 
greatest creditor nation; the United 
States ia the greatest debtor natioa. 
England is the greatest owner of tb 
accumulated gold of the world. Tb 
United States 'is one of .jfcbfe greatest 
owners of accumulated silver. Eng- 
land, through its African discoveries, 
is fast becoming the greatest "producer 
of gold. 
The United States is the 
greatest producer . of silver. They are 
the only money metals sanctioned 
through the ages by custom and law. 
Both metals depend for their value 


upon an artificial demand created by 
law. 
The law's of thefevarious countries 
giving each the privilege of coinage at 
the government mints, providing for 
the weight -and flneaeas ef the coins, 
and dsclaring them a legal tender for 
debt, create the use of and the demand 
for these metals, and give them their 
value, and to the extent that the laws 
shall deny either of these metals recog- 
nition, to that extent the demand tor 
and the value of such metals is dimin- 
ished. 
WHY THE UNITED STATES SHOULD FAVOB 


SILVEK. 


Leaving out the financial view of the 
question, it is self-evident that, it 
America is the greatest owner and pro- 
ducer of silver and England the great- 
est owner and producer of gold, the 
legislation of this country, so far as it 
affects the question at all, should be hi 
favor of silver rather than gold, for 
silver mining sustains the life of six 
states, in whole or in part, and three 
territories. It is the vital industry of 
one-third of the area of our entire 
country, constituting the field of ex- 
ploit, of endeavor, and of hope. 
It is true silver mining is not 
the only industry hi that region; 
but all the other industries are built 
upon and dependent on it. 
Silver 
mining stands at the base of every in- 
dustry in that region. I deal in no ex- 
aggeration when I make that state- 
ment. It is true we have other indus- 
tries—lead, copper, and coal mining:, 
commerce, banking, and transporta- 
tion—but you will flnd that they are 
all allied to and dependent upon this 
great industry. In lead mining, silver 
is a by-product, and often constitutes 
the only element of profit. 
So also, but in a more limited de- 
gree, in copper mining. Opal mining 
is prosecuted, not with a view of sup- 
plying distant markets already sup- 
plied with coal, suohiMt,,Illinois, Ohio, 
and Pennsylvania, b>ampr the purpose 
of supplying the smelters, the popula- 
tion of the mining camos, aud the 
cities) and towns dependent upon them, 
and also for the purpose of supplying 
the motive power for the transporta- 
tion of that region. 
Agriculture is pursued not for the 
purpose of seeking distant markets— 
transportation would be too expensive 
for that—but for the supply of the 
local markets of the mining regions. 
The lands there are not moistened 
from the heavens as in the east. Arti- 
ficial irrigation is necessary and vasi 
irrigation schemes, involving large ex- 
penditure, necessitating the storage oi 
water in the mountains for the period 
of drought and its 
transportation 
through long and expensive canals over 
vast areas of what had been an ar'd 
waste, have been inaugurated and car- 
ried out for the purpose of reclaiming 
that country from the desert. 
The 
farmers of the Mississippi and Ohio 
valleys little know under what difficul- 
ties and at what expense agriculture is 
pursued in the intermountain region. 


A SEBIOUS QUESTION. 


What will become of this vast inter- 


est when silver mining and the kin- 
dred industries are destroyed?' What 
will become of the commerce of that 
region, having its sources of supply in> 
lie great commercial cities of the east 
and west, dependent upon local indus- 
tries for its support, realizing great 
profits out of the most generous 
narkets in the world; for it is well 
mown that the most liberal market is 
she mining market? All the expendi- 
tures are on a liberal scale, and a min- 
ng community will spend much more 
?er capita for supplies, for transporta- 
tion, for all the necessities, conveni- 
ences, and comforts of life than any 
other community of a like population. 
The transportation companies in this 
great region are also dependent upon 
silver mining. 
Did you ever reflect 
low many hundreds and thousands of 
miles of railroads have been built for 
;he purpose of tapping the 
silver 
mines? All the transportation com- 
panies have endeavored to reach them 
directly or by extensions and branches, 
all the transcontinental railroads are 
dependent upon silver mining and the 
allied industries for their traffic—the 
Northern Pacific, the Union Pacific, 
the Central Pacific, the Oregon Short 
Line, the Great Northern, the Colorado 
Midland, the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe—the transcontinental busi- 
less of these roads gives little profit 
Because of the keenness of competi- 
;ion. It is the local transportation in 
;he mining regions which is profitable. 
The only exception to this rule is the 
Southern Pacflc, which is entrenched 
n and draws its support from the rich 
and fertile valleys of California, yield- 
ing, as they do, products of such high 
value as to sustain high rates of trans- 
portation. The capital stock and bonds 
jf these railroads are owned largely in 
:he money centers of the east. 


EASTERN MONEY 
CENTERS 
INEEEESTED. 


The money centers of New York, 
Boaton and Philadelphia have a direct 
monetary interest in the prosperity of 
that section. I recall that several 
months ago I saw it stated in the 
papers that Mr. Villard of the North- 
ern Pacific was present during the last 
congress, urging the repeal of the 
Sherman act. I wondered whether the 
newspapers had correctly reported the 
fact. I could not believe that the 
president of that great railroad, pass- 
ing through Montana, Idaho and east- 
ern Oregon, more dependent upon sil- 
ver mining for its business than upon 
any other industry, gaining more 
profit from it than from its through 
transcontinental business, which is 
subject to extensive competition, could 
be here'directly antagonizing that sus- 
taining industry. 
Upon inquiry I found that he repre- 
sented not the stockholders, but the 
German bondholders, who were insist- 
ent that this country should be kept on 
a gold monometallic basis. Their posi- 
tion was that of a man holding a gold 
mortgage upon a silver mine, and yet 
they were aiding in the destruction of 
the very industry which stood at the 
basis of their bonds and gave them 
value. 
So it is you will find throughout 
these money centers of the east—men 
largely interested in these great trans- 
continental railroads who do not know 
the danger which threatens their prop- 
erty in the destruction of silver mining. 
I remember when I heard that Mr. Vil- 
lard was advocating the repeal of the 
Sherman act, I predicted that within 
sixty days after the repeal of that act 
the Northern Pacific would be in the 
hands of a receiver. That prediction 
has been prematurely vindicated. That 
road is already the victim of the de- 
cline in silve:' caused by the action of 
India, and is now in the hands of a 
receiver. The market value of the 
stock and bonds on the mileage of 
railroads actually located in the min- 
ing regions amounts to between six 
hundred and a thousand million of 
dollars. All these transcontinental or 
intermountain roads running through- 
out that country, with the exception 
referred to, will be in the hands of a 
receiver within sixty days after silver 
mining is suppressed by legislation. 
* You can not strike a great interest 
and predominating industry of any sec- 
tion of the country without involving 
other sections. 
The east has a great 
monetary and proprietary interest in 
the west, a greater monetary interest 
than the west itself. 
The people of 
the mining region are the workers em- 
ployed mainly by eastern capital. You 
will flnd in Denver, built up by eastern 
capital, magnificent buildings owned 
by eastern capital, a building owned 
by the Equitable Insurance Company 
of New York which has cost between 
$1,000,000 and $2,OC 3,000, and others of 
equal character; and yet you propose 
to destroy the industry, tin develop- 
ment and the civilization of that great 
region, comprising one-third of our 
country, and to bring additional disas- 
ter to Eastern stock markets and capi- 
tal. 


THE INDUSTRIAL ASPECT CONSIDERED. 
Ah, you say, it will not be destroyed; 
but I have already shown you that al] 
the industries there are allied to silver 
mining, and depend upon it—lead min- 
ing, copper mining, commerce, agricul- 
ture, transportation—and after you de- 
stroy those what is there left? 
What 
is there left for that region but a return 
to the arid waste from which capital 
and civilization have wrested it? 


Now, if this were the only feature of 
the case to be considered, I think that 
we all, as Americans, would agree that 
the great industries of that vast region 
should be sustained. But we are told 
that the industrial view of the question 
is a narrow one; that finance knows no 
boundaries of section, state or nation; 
that the entire civilized world is drift- 
tng-to gold; that it is fashionable to 
adopt the gold standard, and that we, 
the greatest nation of the world—] 
have heard that vain glorious expression 
very often in this debate—must be in 
the fashion. 


Let us consider that. Lat us con- 
sider where our financial interest lies 
and ascertain whether it does not lie 
with our industrial interest. And here 
comes in the distinction between 
debtor and creditor nations. England 
is the representative of the creditor 
nations and is herself the greatest cred- 
itor nation in the world. She has swepl 
the seas with her commerce, has made 
gain from every nation in every part o1 
the globe, and has taken it home in the 
shape of gold, and loaned it to the na- 
tions of the world upon gold-bearing 
obligations. 
She has her tenaclee 
upon every nation. She owea none bul 
her own people, while every nation 
owes her. 
America, on the contrary, is the 
greatest debtor nation of the world 
She needs such large quantities o1 
money for the development of this 
great country that she can not produce 
enough to satisfy the demand. Hence 
she has to borrow from other conn tries 
and she has borrowed largely from 
England upon bond obligations, na- 
tional and state, and upon the obliga- 
tions oi private corporation)! aud indi- 
viduals. It is estimated that those ob- 
ligations amount to about $4,000,000,- 
OCO, and yet we have in this country 
only 1600,000,000 of gold to respond 
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._ ^ 
trtorof gold, 
been dtlgni- 
fled through tjhe ages with gold aa one 
of the precious-metels,*! ask ^Whether 
it is our policy tb discredit thft^tjlver, 
to destroy its value, tdiinereaep -the 
value of Engliah^gold by the djpitruc- 
tion of its only competitor, American 
silver? 
- ^ 
« 
I wish to, indulge in'no declamation 
whatever against England. I admire 
the power and wisdom" of that great 
people, infinitely more powerful, in- 
Jnitely more wise than we, because 
;hey exercise their "power in interna- 
tional affairs, and they are wise enough 
to legislate in- their own interest, 
and not in the interost of otner 
countries. 
[Applause.] Belt-interest 
constitutes the prevailing 
_ motive 


of the governmental and political ac- 
ion of that great nation, while we are 
spending our energies in building up 
other nations, in appreciating the value 
of their accumulations and their pro- 
ductions end neglecting our own. 


OUB MEXICAN INTERESTS. 


But we have another interest in this 
question, and that is connected with 
Mexico, which lies next to us. Mexico 
has been built up and developed by 
American capital, and you will flnd 
;hat the basis of every industry there 
is silver mining. It has promoted the 
building of railroads throughout that 
entire region, which are largely owned 
and controlled by Americans. Presi- 
dent Diaz, the Gen. Grant of that 
country, has pursued a most liberal 
po)icy, and has welcomed Americans, 
and the country has witnessed an un- 
precedented development. 
We have in it a monetary and a pro- 
prietory interest. Now what do we 
propose to do with that country? To 
sink its only currency to 26 cents on 
the dollar, to destroy the value of the 
product upon which its interests are 
based, to destroy the value of the 
product upon which the value of the 
transportation interests of that coun- 
try, which are owned by us, are based. 
We propose to repeal the Sherman 
act. We propose to withdraw from 
silver the prop of "the greatest nation 
hi the world," so our friends on this 
floor tell us. And yet, Mr. Speaker, it 
is a question with me whether we are 
the greatest nation in the world. We 
are constantly asserting it on this 
floor, but England is acting it. We 
deal in assertion ; they deal in action. 
We propose to destroy silver, for it 
will be destroyed by this action. If, 
under 
the 
influence 
of 
progres- 
sive adverse legislation silver has 
fallen 
from 
$1 29 an 
ounce 
to 
78 cents an ounce, I ask where will 
it fall after America has struck the 
final blow, and how, then will you be 
able to restore it ? Silver will then be 
simply the material in which promises 
to pay gold are written. We say that 
we will keep in circulation in this coun- 
try this vast amount of silver, five or 
six hundred millions, but it will be 
simply the material in which promises 
to pay gold are written, and would it 
not be cheaper to write those promises 
on paper ? 
Where will we, then, get the gold 
with which to do our business ? We 
may rest assured that we cannot re- 
main satisfied with only a hundred 
millions in our treasury. 
We shall 
have to issue the bonds of this country 
and draw in more gold and thereby 
increase further the value of England's 
gold and diminish the value of Ameri- 
can products. And when we have got 
that gold it will be subject to be with- 
drawn at any time when the desire or 
the caprice may seize England; so that 
we shall be in the position of a debtor 
on "call," responsive to the demand of 
bis creditor at any tune, and liable to 
have his securities sacrificed. 
We will place ourselves in the merci- 
less grasp of <• the gold contraction, de- 
structive not only of the value of silver 
but of the value of all our product 
wheat, cotton and all the products of 
labor—destructive, even, of the value 
of labor itself, for its unions cannot 
Withstand the withering effects of pov- 
erty and distress.

They changed what was a natural dre 
from this country abroad, ha the f • ,. 
sart of the year, into a forced deman . 
Then came the withdrawal of depos" 
from the banks, and so England's wii .- 
drawal of eighty or ninety million d - 
lars from this country has placed it ' i 
its present condition, involving t .o 
sacrifice of every kind of property, a • 
gregating hundreds of millions—wbe_ , 
cotton, all the products of labor. 
And now to-day, having sold tL - 
securities in this country two or th'_ 
or four months ago, those same Eng- 
lish investors are taking those secur.- 
ties back at 30 cents below what they 
sold them for, and so the English gel - 
is being coaxed back by the sacrifice 11 
American securities and products. 


AN OBJECT LESSON. 


This presents an object lesson c! 
what our condition will be when oi~ 
financial dependence upon Enghv ! 
becomes further assured, subject as i, o 
will be to her call whenever caprice >jr 
disaster may prompt her. We shall be 
subject to the storms that sweep evevy 
one of her financial seas—whether i i 
Cndia or South America or in Africa. 
We shall be obliged to sacrifice o.n' 
securities and products in order to pay 
her back whenever she calls for her 
gold. If she disapproves of our policy 
she can withdraw her gold; if we con- 
template war she can arrest prompo 
and decisive action; if aggression ca 
lier part arouses us to appeal to tha 
god of battles she can paralyze oiu; 
energies upon the very threshold of 
war. Is it wise or patriotic to BO placo 
ourselves in the power of our gre.~u 
rival? 
Do you say that these bonds are time 
bonds, and that immediate payment 
cannot be demanded? That is true; 
but England can at any time force then1 
liquidation by putting them on the 
American market, and we will be 
obliged to absorb them. There are too 
many and too vast values dependexic 
here upon the maintenance of the price 
of those bonds to permit us to allo\v 
their value to be sacrificed. 


THE LESSON OF PANICS. 


Now, we all admit that we must go 
to England for our gold. The tol i! 
gold product of the country is, I b • 
lieve, only $30,000,000 per annum; ar 
one-half of that will be lost when silver 
mining is destroyed. We must go to 
England for our gold. We are in debt 
upon call. We shall have to store a 
large amount in order to be prepared 
to respond to every disaster that mr.y 
affect that country, or to her forced 
demand in case of caprice, disapproval 
or war. 
But it is said that credit is a good 
thing, that there is no need of a large 
per capita, that credit satisfies all the 
demands of money. This may be true 
of a creditor nation, but it is neve? 
true of a debtor nation. Gentleme i 
refer to the per capita of England 
i : 
Germany as being somewhat less tlu 
ours. That means simply that 
3 
the actual coin in either of those cot - 
tries is somewhat less per capita th i 
in ours. But those countries, whc a 
the bank reserve falls below a norm 1 
standard, Can recoup, can restore thtir 
reserve by calling upon the debtor 
nations, the nations that owe the a 
money, whilst we have no debtor n - 
tions upon which to call. We mut- , 
therefore, preserve a larger amount i A.' 
money subject to call. 
Now I ask what is the lesson of the 
panics to which I have referred; three 
panics within twenty years? Why, sir, 
the lesson is that in all cases the vo.- 
ume of money here has been too sma... 
The lesson is that the metallic mo 


twenty years as to the effect of monc - 
tary contraction? 
We have been 
through three monetary panics during 
that period—the monetary panic of 
1873, that of 1890 and the present 
panic. 
Toward the close of the war we had 
added to our population by the surren- 
der at Appomattox, 12,000,000 of people 
without a currency; yet we started at 
that time and destroyed the greenbacks, 
the only currency of the country, and 
at the same time we took steps toward 
the resumption of specie payments, 
which meant resumption hi coin, either 
gold or silver. And though nature, as 
if intending a special benefaction, had 
exposed its riches in the silver miaes 
of the west, we passed laws denying fltr 
people access to them. 
Thtt legisla- 
tion denying us the right to resort to 
the silver mines for one of the precious 
metals of the world, and the legislation 
diminishing the greenback currency, 
the only currency in use when our pop- 
ulation had been increased in therinan- 
nerlhave described, started the panic 
of 1873. And you all know the distress, 
the insolvencies, the bankruptcies of 
the period from 1873 to 1878. 
Again, in 1893, England had some 
difficulty with heifedebtors in the Ar- 
gentine Bepublic, for all those debtors 
who have promised to pay ha gold are 
coming to bankruptcy. 
The English 
bank reserves had fallen low, not 
cause England had not an abundance 
of money, but because she had loaned 
her money to other nations of the 
world and could not quickly recall it. 
She looked around, surveyed the field 
to see which one of the debtor nations 
of the world could bent respond to her 
demand; and she fixed upon America, 
Within a period of five months she 
called from us between eighty millions 
and ninety millions of dollars, co^a- 
tuting one fifteenth of the currency of 
this country. The withdrawal of niaety 
millions of dollars from this country 
almost landed it upon the shore of 
bankruptcy. The banks of New York 
were in suspension) they issued clear- 
ing house certificates which were taken 
aa money, though under the law they 
were not legal tender; a wave of con- 
traction swept across the country, 
it was only the return of .the gold by 
by reason r.f the sale of our products 
to Euvopa, that saved us from univer- 
sal bankruptcy. 


CLAMOR OP THE METBOPOLITAN PRESS. 
Daring the present year," when_Mr.

One-third of 
the world's money to-day consists of 
paper money not covered either by 
gold or silver. Yet we propose to de- 
stroy one-half of the metallic money. 
We, who have suffered in this way, 
propose to join England as a creditor 
nation in a crusade against the only 
resource, the only salvation of the 
debtor nations of the world. 
I ask, Mr. Speaker, where will we get 
gold? Austria is clamoring for gold. 
She has got about a hundred or a 
hundred and twenty-five of the one 
hundred and eighty millions she de- 
sires. She has been looting our treas- 
ury hi order to secure what she has. 
Almost all of her gold bears the stamp 
of the-American eagle. We are the 
only country on earth that has not 
protected its gold. If Austria should 
go to Germany and attempt to get it, 
the great Imperial Bank says, " No; we 
have no gold for export." If she goes 
to France, with its seven hundred mill- 
ions of 'silver circulating side by side 
with an equal quantity of gold, and 
presents to the Bank of France a nofce 
or check and asks to be paid in gold, it 
would not be given for such a purpose. 


WHAT PROSPEROUS FBANOE DOES. 


""""France exercises the option which 
we-ought to exercise for the protection 
of her gold. If the Bank of France 
has a surplus of gold and desires to 
pay it out on check against it or in the 
redemption of its notes it does so. If 
not convenient, it pays in silver. But 
yet we hear no talk there about a 5- 
franc piece being worth only 3 francs, 
Suppose the great press of the city of 
Paris should unite in a clamor against 
the coinage of that country, such as 
has disgraced the metropolitan press 
of this country <or some time past. 
Suppose they declared the 5-franc piece 
was worth only 3 francs, and dinned in 
the ears of the people the danger of its 
silver currency. I would like to know 
how long France would resist a mone- 
tary panic? Ah, but before that exi- 
gency could arrive the editors of the 
papers would be behind the bars serv- 
ing a sentence for sedition.

tion which the law and the contract 
give as. 


THE BEStTLT OF A GOLD BASIS. 


Why, a year ago we heard the an- 
nouncement that a firm of New York 
bankers had presented $1,000,000 of 
treasury notes, payable in terms in 
either gold or silver, to the United 
States treasury for redemption in gold, 
and the treasury determined it must 
pay gold. What did it mean? It 
meant that the Rothschilds, in connec- 
tion with the great syndicate of bank- 
ers hi Paris, Berlin and Vienna, who 
control the finances of the great na- 
tions of Europe, were preparing to 
undertake changing Austria from a 
silver to a gold basis. 
This syndicate of bankers who held 
Austria's silver bonds were preparing 
to arrange for then? funding in gold 
bonds. The profits can be imagined. 
Silver bonds bought at a discount ex- 
changed for gold bonds taken at a dis- 
count, with all the probabilities of n 
great rise ha value. But where coull 
they get their gold for the reserve fund 
necessary for the adoption of the gold 
standard? 
They knew that England would not 
give it, for the Bank of England woul I 
raise the rate of discount. They knew 
that the Imperial Bank of Germa' 
would not let them have the gol 
Neither could they expect to get i 
from the Bank of France, and there- 
fore they fastened on the country, pro). 
tected by a similar option under me 
Law, and made a test case by presenting 
$1,000,000 of United States treasury 
notes, and then having ascertained that 
they could take the gold out of our 
treasury, they entered into a binding 
contract 
which proposed to placo 
Austria on a gold basis. And behoM 
the result—our gold has gone to Aus- 
tria and we are on the shores of bank- 
ruptcy. 
Mr. Speaker, if we go on a gold basis 


we will have to be wiser than we have 
been. We will have to pull the gold 
here and lock it up in our war chests 
and surround it with sentinels, and 
issue against it flat money; or else we 
will have to go to flat money alone, for 
when we destroy one-half of the money 
of ultimate redemption, metallic money 
is doomed in this country. I say that 
the consequences of this act are too 
awful to be comtemplated in their 
effect upon our own values, upon our 
own securities, upon our own products, 
upon that vast mining region now 
threatened with depopulation, upon the 
country at large. 


BESTOBATION OF SILVEB ESSENTIAL. 
The civilization of the future de- 
pends upon the restoration of silver, 
and if we withdraw our support it mav 
be lost forever. I do not believe in the 
specious suggestion that we now give 
silver its final blow and kill it in the 
hope that international action will 
resurrect it. I believe rather hi nurs- 
ing what remains of life in the hope 
that health and vigor may be restored. 
The task has grown in difficulty as 
time has advanced. We, the greatest 
silver producing nation in the world, 
we, the greatest debtor nation of the 
world, we, who require both gold and 
silver for the resumption of specie pay- 
ments closed our mints against the 
products of our mines, in February, 
1873, and proposed to throw it on the 
world for absorption, 
Oermany responded by demonetizing 
silver within two months after. France 
and the IJatin Union, finding that Ger- 
many was pouring into their mints the 
products of her mines, closed .their 
mints finally about 1876. The Latin 
Union abandoned silver reluctantly, 
and yet during that period of agitatiou 
in this country the metropolitan pret, 
and the bankers in the money centers 
prevented its restoration. When the 
Bland act was passed it would hare 
been easy. 
The task would have been easy in 


1890 when silver had the great sustaining 
power of India, which absorbed one- 
third of the product of the world. It 
is of course made more difficult now. 
But let the support which America 
affords be withdrawn and silver is 
destroyed and lost, and there is no hope 
of international bimetallism. We had 
the assurance of that in the language of 
Sir William Harcourt, chancellor of the 
English exchequer, the other day, 
when he said tt at the action of Ind' >, 
was the death of bimetallism.

I should like to pre- 
sent my views upon the prospect of 
international bimetallism, as well as to 
this alleged danger of silver mono- 
metallism and with reference also to 
the unification of our currency and the 
retirement of the five or six kinds of 
paper money now in existence and the 
substitution in their place of one form 
of United States treasury note, payable 
in coin and backed by ample reserves 
in both gold and silver in the treasury. 
But before doing so I wish to express 
my regret that congress has allowed 
itself at this time of public danger and 
excitement, when imagination and 
alarm are enthroned and reason is un- 
seated, to enter upon the discussion 
and consideration of a great subject 
requiring careful consideration and 
deliberate action. It would be better 
in my judgment to immediately take

hold of some measure that would re* 
lieve the situation. Bat the controll- 
ing minds in this attack on silver have 
insisted that the existing panic should 
be made,use of as a weapon for its 
destruction and they will not allow the 
consideration of any remedial measure. 
We are suffering now from the want 


of legal tender money, and the only 
thing to do is by prompt action to pro- 
vide the people with money which will 
take the place of the money exported 
and hoarded, under provisions which 
will automatically force its retirement 
when the emergency is over. Such an 
increase of money could be easily 
made by legislation which would not 
contain the word gold or silver in it. 
Kemember that the settlement of the 
silver question now either by the re- 
peal of the Sherman act or by an act 
providing for the free coinage of silver 
will not give the full and adequate re- 
lief which the situation demands. The 
repeal of the Sherman act will not re- 
store the confidence of those who are 
now hoarding money. 
This debate will instruct them that 


we are about to enter upon a period of 
contraction greater than any ever yet 
experienced, and the people will know 
that at such times the value of money 
increases and, just as when property is 
high people hold on to property and 
resist offers 
of purchase, so when 
money ie scarce and correspondingly 
high they will clutch their money in 
the hope that the future may bring 
them better bargains. On the other 
hand, the free coinage of silver would 
add to the circulation of this country 
only $5,600,000 or $6,003,000 per annum, 
a sum entirely inadequate- to meet the 
consideration caused by export and 
hoarding- I nope that at some stage in 
these proceedings instead of engaging 
in a Greco-Roman contest over this 
silver question, whose determination 
either way will not bring immediate re- 
lief to the country, we will enter upon 
the consideration of some emergency 
remedial legislation that will meet the 
requirements of the pending crisis.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND TOWN OE- 
dlnance No. 38, of the town of Reno, en- 
titled, "An ordinance to fix and collect a 
license tax upon certain trade* and business 
in the town of Reno, Nevada." 
Adopted 
March 1st, 1893. 
By virtue of the power and authority con- 
ferred by the tows of the State of Nevada, 
the board of county commissioners of 
Washoe county, do order us fellows: 
SECTION 1.—Section nine of said ordinance 
Is here by amended to cut to read o» fellow*: 
SEC. 0.—Every person, firm or association 
gaged in the business of selling good*, 
wares, merchandise or other personal prop- 
erty or real estate, at auction or public out 
cry, shall pay quarterly for a license to 
carry on or conduct xuch business, five 
hundred dollars; or for a monthly licence 
[which shall date from the first day of the 
month in which such license is tanned] two 
hundred and fifty dollars, or by the day. for 
each and every day, that he or they shall be 
engaged In such bucines*. twenty-five dollars; 
provided, however that any oerson may sell 
at auction or nubile out cry [where the same 
is not shipped in for the purpose of such 
sale] any such property in Job lots and in 
limited quantities, outside and away from 
any place of business established, fixed or 
maintained for that purpose, by paying a 
quarterly license of three dollars. 
SEC. 2.—Section twentyfive of said ordi- 
nance in hereby amended so as to read as 
fellows: 
SEC. 25.—Every persons, firm, association or 
corporation having: a fixed place of business 
ana not herein specifically mentioned or enu- 
merated, dealing in goods, wares or mer- 
chandise, or pursuing any colling, trade or 
profession, shall pay a quarterly license of 
three dollars.
